Twenty German transports grouped at an unidentified 
point along the French coast were attacked by British 
coastal guns and Royal Air Force planes, it was learned 
in London today. 
(Editor’s Note: The average transport carries approxi­ 
mately 2,500 men although some German ships used for 
this purpose have accommodated 4,000.)

BETRAYAL OF 
THE SCHOOLS 


When Martin L. Davey be­ 
came Governor of this State, 
hundreds of schools were closed 
down tight. A financial crisis had 
overwhelmed 
the 
public 
school system 
of Ohio, be­ 
cause of the 
• ten-mill limi­ 
tation that 
had been pas­ 
sed in 1933, 
and which 
took effect in 
the fall of 
1934 
This was 
_. . . 
one of the 
M*mB L* D w 
many gigantic, new problems that 
faced Governor Davey, but he 
did not flinch. He led the fight 
for the great Public School Foun­ 
dation 
Law, under which the 
school children in all parts of the 
State are guaranteed equal edu­ 
cation. 
Under the terms of this law, 
Ohio provides nearly $50,000,- 
000.00 a year, so that the schools 
may stay open. This never had 
been an obligation of the State 
government, but it was made so 
under the Davey administration. 
W’hen this Foundation School 
Law was passed, early in 1935, 
the local school boards had ac­ 
cumulated a deficit in operating 
expenses of nearly $6,000,000.00. 
The State revenues were ample 
during the balance of 1935 and 
all of 1936 and 1937. The bad bus­ 
iness conditions of 1938 caused a 
serious shrinkage in all State rev­ 
enues. The result was an addi­ 
tional deficit of over $5,000,000.00. 
making a total actual,deficit of 
$11,000,000.00. 
Governor Davey left a balance 
of six and a half million dollars 
in the public school fund. Gover­ 
nor Bricker robbed the school 
fund of this six and a half mil­ 
lion, and put it into his general 
revenue fund, thereby boosting 
the local school deficit to seven­ 
teen and a half million. He did it 


without authority of law, at the 
time. 
His action in robbing the pub­ 
lic school fund of this six and a 
half million dollars, which had 
been pledged by prior law to the 
payment of outstanding notes, 
was one of the most immoral 
public acts in the history of this 
commonwealth.

He robbed the Public 
School Fund of six and a half 
million dollars. But he claims to 
have paid $3,000,000.00 on the 
School Fund Deficit. He prevari­ 
cates. He has paid only slightly 
over $2,000,000.00. He has taken 
the other million dollars, and 
used it for other purposes. 
He amended the law to make 
the local school districts pay 
their own tuition fees to adjoin­ 
ing 
districts. 
This 
cost 
the 
schools $400,000.00. 
The Irreducible Debt Fund, 
which has always been paid back 
to the local school districts, since 
Ohio has been a State, Bricker 
kept from them and held it as 
State money. He robbed the local 
school districts of another $258,- 
000.00 by this illegal procedure. 
The Davey Foundation School 
Law still stands as a monument 
to his administration, but it is 
being administered badly by the 
present sanctimonious Governor, 
who chisels on the schools, just 
as he does on relief people, and 
old age pensioners, and those 
who receive unemployment in­ 
surance, and the poorly - paid 
Highway laborers, and a1! others.

don’t get enough of these vitam ins 
in your diet and so the result is 
everybody wants *them in concen­ 
trated form. 
I have recently reviewed all the 
latest work done on the vitam ins 
and should like to abstract it 
briefly in the articles of the next 
two weeks. 
These articles will 
answer the innumerable requests 
in my mail for information on the 
vitamins. 
I want to take up first the ques­ 
tion of how an average person 
gets enough vitamins. I quote as 
my text a letter I have just re­ 
ceived 
from 
a 
m anufacturer: 
“The old contention that an aver­ 
age American diet was defense 
enough against vitam in deficien­ 
cies has by now been pretty well 
riddled. Modern foods as we eat 
them do not deliver the vitamin 
values they were supposed to.” 


Ballyhoo 
I certainly do not agree with 
this statem ent and in fact am of 
the opinion that the whole subject 
of vitam ins has been 
used to 
frighten 
and 
propagandize the 
public into believing that they 
need more vitam ins than they are 
getting in their diet, and they be­ 
wilderedly search about for some 
way to overcome this difficulty. 
As a matter of fact, the human 
diseases due to vitamin deficiency 
are very rare and infrequently 
seen even in large clinics. 
The 
clear cut diseases due to such de­ 


ficiency — beri-beri, polyneuritis, 
pellagra, night-blindness, scurvy, 
etc., obtrude them selves on a phy­ 
sician’s attention only now and 
again. It is true that rickets would 
be a common disease if special 
care— the use of cod liver oil— 
were not taken in childhood to 
prevent it. Bqt most vitamin de­ 
ficiencies are manufactured in the 
publicity department of drug and 
food m anufacturers. In a large 
clinic a thousand consecutive pa­ 
tients were examined carefully 
w'ith this in mind and not a single 
instance of vitam in deficiency was 
found. 
We now have exact chemical 
methods of identifying most of 
the vitamins as well as stan d ard 
of measuring them. In a survey 
of American dietaries and using 
these methods to assess the vita­ 
min content, the following was 
found: 
Strawberries and Cream 
The requirements of Vitamin A 
are 3000 units a day: an Ameri­ 
can dietary for a fam ily spending 
$4.00 a head a week for food con­ 
tains 5000 units a day. “There is 
no practical danger of Vitamin B 
shortage except where an unduly 
large number of calories are taken 
in the form of artificially refined 
foods.” (Quoted from Sherman, 
leading American authority.) 
“Try as hard as I m ay,” writes 
Dr. Thurman 
B. 
Rice, 
Health 
Commissioner of Indiana, “I can;t 
think of a diet that has more vita­ 
mins in it than strawberries and 
cream.”

“Samuel Goldwyn 
states that 
the loss in American film attend­ 
ance during the last years is ap­ 
palling. 
In 1930 an average of 
80.000.000 movie tickets was sold 
each week. In 1940 the figure was 
65.000.000. 
This in spite of the 
tremendous progress 
the movies 
have made. He gives as the cause, 
double features, bank night, bingo 
and othar things. 
“The American public, through 
the American Institute of Public 
Opinion, by vote of 57 to 43, cast 
its lot against double bill motion 
picture programs. 
Yet when ex­ 
hibitors have changed to a single 
policy, their business has declined.” 
Mrs. Sterling Lamb 
continued 
the interesting program with her 
paper, “Science Speeds the News”, 
saying in her introduction that in 
the last 150 years, 
people 
have 
changed their ways of living and 
thinking, 
more 
than 
in 
many 
thousands of years that went be­ 
fore. 
Excerpts from her paper follows: 
“Communication has speeded up. 
Today we have telephones to speak 
all over the world. By radio words 
are sent swiftly through the air. 
“The telephone carries a man’s 
volte 10,000 miles or more. Radio 
messages are sent to ships 1,000 
miles from land, and ships reply. 
Until 75 years ago men could send 
messages no more 
rapidly than 
messengers could travel by foot 
or on horseback, by carriage or 
sailing vessel, by train or steam­ 
boat. 
Back in 1828, it took a 
messenger four full weeks to get a 
message 
to Andrew Jackson 
to 
notify him he was elected Presi­ 
dent of the United States. Seven­ 
teen horses were used to break a 
record. 
The road was 
reported 
'middling good’ but the mud was 
over the messengers’ boot tops a 
third of the distance from Wash­ 
ington to Nashville, Tenn.
